In tbe universe ol God there are no acci- 
dents. From the fall of a sparrow to the 
fall of an empire, or the swoop of a 
planet, all is according to Divine Provi- 
dence, whose laws are everlasting. It m 
no accident which gave to his country the 
patriot whom we now honor. It was no ac- 
cident which snatched this patriot, so sud- 
denly and so cruelly, troin his sublime du- 
ties. Th* Lord givelh and the Lord taketh 
away; blessed be the name ot the Lord. 
IVrhaps never in history has this l'rovi- 
dence been more conspicuous than in that 
recent procession of events, when* the Qual 
triumph was wrapt in the gloom of tragedy. 
It will be our duty to < Mt< h the moral of 
this stupendous drama. 

For the second time in our annals, the 
ooutitry baa begn summoned by the Presi- 
dent to unite, on an appointed day, in cotn- 
memoratiug the life and character of the 
dead. The first was on the death of George 
Washington, when, as now, a day was set 
a [part for simultaneous eulogy throughout 
the land, and cities, towns, and villages ail 
vied in tribute. More than half a century 
has passed since this early observance iu 
memory of the Father of his country, and 
now it is repeated in memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Thus are Washington and Lincoln asso- 
ciated iu the grandeur of their obsequies. 
But this association is not accidental. It is 
from the nature of the case, and because 
tbe part which Lincoln was called to |>er- 
lorm resemble 1 in character the part which 
was performed by Washington. The work 
left undone by Washington was continued 
bv Lincoln. Kindred in service. kNld 
in patriotism. each was naturally siiriTTuud- 
ed at death by kindced homage. One sleeps 
in the K&st.snd the other sleeps in the West: 
and thus, in death, as imife, one is the com- 
plement of the other. 

It was by no accident that these two 
great men became the representatives of 
their country at these two diflereut epochs, 
so alike in peril, and yet so unlike in the 
principles involved. Washington was the 
natural representative ol Natural Indepen 
deuce. He might also have represented 
National Unity, had this principle been 
challenged to bloody battle during his lit ; 
for nothing was nearer his heart than the 
consolidation of our I'nioi 
letter to Coiigress transniiti 
tution, he declared to be "tl 
lerest of every true Ameri 
again, in a remarkable lettei 
he plainly said that he did not conceive 
"we cau exist long as a nation without 
lodging somewhere a power which will 
pervade the I n ion in as energetic a manner 
as tbe authoritty of the State governments 
extends over the several States.'' But an-

Abraham Lincoln w as born, and until he 
liecame President, always lived in a part of 
the country which at tbe period of the De- 
claration of Independence was a savage 
wilderness. Strange but happy Providence 
that a voice from that savage wilderness, 
now fertile in men, was inspired to 
uphold the pledges and promises of the 
Declaration! The unity of tbe Republic on 
tbs indestructible foundation of Liberty 
and Equality was vindicated by tbe citizen 
of a community, which had no existence 
when the Republic was formed. 

His family may be traced to a tJuaker 
stock in Fe •nsylvania, but it removed tirst 
to Virginia, and then, as early as 17b 1 ), to 
tbe wilds of Kentucky, which at that time 
was only an outlying territory belonging to 
Virginia. His grandfather and father both 
lived in peril from tbe Indians, and the 
former jierished by their bauds. The fu- 
ture President was born in a log-house of 
Kentucky His mother could read but not 
write. Hit father could do neither, except 
so far as to sign his name rudely, like a 
noble of Charimagne. Trial, privation and 
labor entered into bis early life. Only «*i 
se\eti years of age was he abla to po to 
school for s very brief period, carrying with 
him Dil worth's spelling book, which w 



stature, learning to write as well as to read, 
and especially enjoying Bunyan'sPiUriiu's 
Progress, op's Fables, Weems' Life of 
Washington, and the Life of Clay. At the 
age or twelve he lost hi* mother. At the 
aire of nineteen he became a hired hand at 
$10 a month on a Hat boat , laden with stores 
for the plantations on the Mississippi, and 
■ this way he floated down that lordly 
river to New Orleans, little dreaming that 
only s few years later, iron-clad navies 
would float on that same lordly river at his 
command. 

In 1*50, the father removed to Dliuois, 
transporting his effects in wagons drawn 
by oxen, and tbe future President, who was 
then twenty-one years of age, drove one of 
tbe teams. Another cabin was built in 
primitive rudeness, and the future Presi- 
dent split the rails for the fence to inclose 
the lot. These rails have become classical 
in our history, and the name of rail-splitter 
has i .eei: tie. re than the degree of a college. 
Not that the splitter of rails is especially 
meritorious, but because the people are 
proud to trace aspiring talent to humble 
beginnings, and because they found in this 
tnuute a new opportunity of vindicating 
the dignity of free laboi and of repelling 
the insoleut pretensions of slavery. 

His youth was now spent, and at the age 
of twenty-one, he left bis lather's house to 
begin the world for himself. A small bun- 
dle, a laughing face, and an honest heart; 
these were his visible possessions, together 
with that unc mscious character and intelli- 
gence, which his countrv afterwards learn- 
ed to prize. In the long history of "worth 
depressed. there is no instance of such a 
contrast between tbe depression and the 
triumph -unless, perhaps, his successor as 
President inav share with him this distinc- 
tion. No Academy, no University, no Al- 
ma Mater of science or learning had nour- 
ished him. No government had taken him 
by the hand and given to him the gift of 
opportunity. No inheritance of land or 
money had fallen to him. No friend stood 
by his side. He was alone in poverty; and 
yet not all alone. There was God above, 
who watches all, and does not desert the 
lowly. Simple iu life and manners, and 
knowing nothing of lorm and ceremony, 
with a village s boolmaster for six months 
as his ouly teacher, he bad grown up in 
companionship with the people, with na- 
ture, with trees, with the fruitful corn, aud 
with the stars. While yet a child, his fath- 
r had borne him away from a soil wasted 
by slavery, aud he was now the citizen of a 
free Slate, where free labor had been placed 
uucer the sateguard of irreversible com- 
pact and fundamental law. And thus 
closed the youth of the future President, 
nappy at least that he could go forth under 
the day-star of Liberty. 

The hardships of youth were still eon tin 
ued in early manhood. He labored as a 
hired hand on a farui, and then a second 
time he measured the winding Mississippi 
to New Orleans iu a flatboat. At the call 
of the Governor of Illinois for troops 
against the Indian Chief Black Hawk, he 
sprang forward with patriotic ardor, and 
was the first to enlist at the recruiting sta- 
tion in his neighborho d. The choice ol 
his associates made him captain. Atler the 
war he became a surveyor, and down to 
his death retained a practical and scientific 
knowledge of the business. In ls:{4, he was 
elected to the legislature of Illinois, and 
two years later he was admitted to the 
practice of tbe law. He was now twenty- 
seven years old, and, under the benignant 
influence of Republican institutions, he 
reel already entered upon the double ca- 
reer of a lawyer and a legislator, with the 
gates of the future opening on their hinges 
)>efore him. 

How well he served in these two charac- 
ters I ueed not stop to toll. It is enough it 
I exhibit the singes of his advance, that 
you may understand hov/ he became the 
representative of his country at so grand a 
momeut of history. It is needless to sa\ 
that his opportunities of study as a lawyer 
must have been small, but he was iuuus 
trious in each individual cast*, and thus 
daily added to his stores of professional 
ex|K*rieuce. Faithful in all things, most 
conscientious in his conduct at the bar, so 
that he could not be unfair to the other 
side, ant" admirably sensitive to the be- 
I bests of justice, so that he could not argue 
>n the wrong side, he acquired a name lor 
honesty, which, beginning with the com- 
munity in which he lived, became prover- 
bial throughout his State; while his genial, 
mirthful, overllowing nature, apt at anec- 
dote and story, made him a favorite com- 
panion where he was personally known. 
His opinions on public questions' were ear- 
ly fixed, under the example and teaching 
of Henry t'lay, and he never departed from 
them, though constantly tempted, or press- 
ed by l(K*al majorities, speaking iu the 
name of a false democracy. 

The first lield of conflict was iu his own 
State, with no less an antagonist than Ste- 
phen A. Douglas, unhappily at that time in 
alliance with the slave power. The too fa- 
mous Kansas and Nebraska bill, introduced 
i>y him into the Senate assumed to set aside 
the venerable safeguard of freedom in the 
lerritory west of Missouri, under the pre- 
tence of allowibg the inhabitants "to vote 
-lavery up or to vote it down" according to 
their pleasure, and this barbarous privilege 
was called by the fancy name of Populir 
Sov reiiiiity. The future President did noi 
hesitate to denounce this most baleful meas- 
ure in a series of popular addresses, where 
truth, sentiment, humor and argument a:i 
Acre blended. As the conflict continued, 
he was brought forward as a candidate for 
the Senate against the able author of this 
measure. The debate that that ensued is 
>ue of the most memorable in our political 
history, whether we consider the principles 
involved, or the way in which it was con- 
ducted. 

It commenced with a close, well-woven 
speech from the future President, in which 
he used words which showed bis insight in- 
to the actual condition of things, as follows: 
"A bouse divided against itself cannot 
stand. I believe this Go\ernment caunot 
endure permanently half slave aud halt 
free. I do not expect the Fnion to be dis- 
solved,— I do not e.\pe.-i the house to fall,— 
but I do expect it will cease to be divided. 
It will become all one thing, or all the oth- 
er." Only a few days before his death, 
when I asked him if at that time he had 
any doubt about this remark, he replied, 
"Not in the least. It was plainly true, and 
time has justified me." With like plain- 
ness he exposed the Douglas pretence of 
Popular Sovereignty as meaning simplv 
"that it any one man shall choose to en- 
slave another, no third man shall be allow 
ed to object," and he announced his beli

Slavery was already pursuing his life. 
An attempt whs made to throw from the 
track a train in which he was journeying, 
and a hand grenade was found secreted in 
another. Ballimore^which lay directly on 
his way, was the seat of a murderous plot 
against him. Avoiding the conspirators of 
slavery, he came from Philadelphia to 
Washington unexpectedly in the ni«ht; and 
thus, for the moment, cheating assassina- 
tion of its victim, he entered tbe National 
capital. * * 

His youthful son, who had been on the 
start of the Lieutenant (ieneral, returned on 
the morning of Friday, 13th April, to re- 
sume his interrupted studies. The father 
was happy in the sound of bis footsteps 
and felt the augury of peace. On the same 
day the Lieutenant General returned. In 
the intimacy of his family tbe President 
said that this day the war was over. In the 
evening he sought relaxation, and you 
kuow the rest. Alas! tbe war was not over. 
The agents of slavery were dogging him, 
and that night he became a martyr. 

The country rose at once iu au agony of 
grief, aud strong men everywhere wept. 
City, town and village was darkened by the 
obscjuies, as tbey swept by with more than 
"sceptred pall." Every street was draped 
with the ensigns of woe. He had become, 
as it were, the inmate of every house, and 
the families of the land were in mourning. 
Not only in the Executive Mausion, but in 
innumerable homes, was his vacant chair. 
Never before was such universal sorrow, 
and already the voice of lamentation is re- 
turning to us from Euroj>e, where candor 
towards him had begun even before death. 
Ouly a short time ago, he was unknown, 
except in his own State. Only a short tint, 
ago be had visited New York "as a stranger, 
and was shown about its streets by youth- 
ful companions. Five years later, he was 
borne through these streets with fuueral 
pomp, such as the world never before wit- 



At tbe first moment it was bard to com- 
prehend this blow, and many cried in des- 
pair. But the rule of God has been too 
visible of late to allow any doubt of his 
constant presence. Did not our martyr re- 
mind us in his last address, that the judg- 
ments of the i ord are true and righteous 
altogether? And who will say that his 
< I eat b was not a judgment of the Lord? 
Perhaps it was needed to lift the country to 
a more perfect justice and to inspire it with 
a sublimer faith. Perhaps it was sent iu 
mercy to set a sacred irreversible seal upon 
the good he had done, and to put Emanci 
patiou beyond all mortal question. Per- 
haps it was the sacrificial consecration of 
those primal truths, embodied iu the De 
claration of Independence, which he had so 
often vindicated, and for which he had an- 
nounced his willingness to die. 

He is gone, and be has been mourned 
sincerely. It is only private sorrow thai 
e >uld wish to recall the dead. He is now 
removed beyond human vicissitudes. Life 
md death are both past. He had been hap- 
py in life. He was not less happy in death. 
In death, as iu life, he was still under the 
guardianship of that Divine Providence, 
which took him early by the baud and led 
him froui obscurity to power and fame, 
only on the Sunday preceding his assassi- 
nation, as he was rep ising on a couch, he 
read alould, twice, the well-known words 
of Macbeth : 
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in "the existence of a conspiracy to perpet- 
uate and nationalize slavery, of which tbe 
Kansas and Nebraska bill and the Dred 
Scott decision were essential parts. Such 
was the character of this debate at the be- 
ginning, and it continued on the lips of our 
champion to tbe end.

Of all his utterances on the way to the 
national capital, after his farewell to his 
neighbors, there is nothing so prophetic as 
these unpremeditated words: 

"All the political sentiments I entertain 
have been drawn, so faras I have been able 
to draw them, from the sentiments which 
originated, and were given to tbe world 
from tbis hall. I have never had a feeling 
politically that did not spring from the sen- 
timents embodied iu the Declaration of In- 
dependence." * * • "Now, my 
friends, can this country be saved on tbis

Shortly afterwards his father 
turned his back upon that slavery which 
disfigured Kentucky, and placing his poor 
effects upon a raft which his son had helped 
bim to construct, «et his face toward In- 
diana, which was guard* d against slavery 
bv the famous ordinance tor tbe North- 
western Territory. In this pan. ml journey 
the son, who was only eight years old, liore 
his share of tbe bnrdens. 

On reaching the chosen home in tbe land 
of Libeny, tbe son aided the father in 
building the cabin, coinp< sed of logs fast- 
ened together by notches and filled in with 
mud, where for twelve years a ft* ward he

He was about to raise tbe national ban- 
ner over the old ball. But before this ser- 
vice, be took up the strain which he loved 
so well, saying: 

"It is on such an occasion aa 



As the friends who then surrounded him 
listened to his reading, they little thought 
how, in a few day, what was said of the 
murdered Duucan would bo said of him 
Nothing can touch him further. He is 
s-ived from the trials that were gathering 
about bim. He had fought the good light 
of Emancipation. He had bone the brunt 
of war with embattled hosts against him. 
and had compiered. He had made the 
name of Republic a triumph and a joy in 
foreign lands. Now that the strife of blood 
was ended, it remained to be seen how he 
-ould confront those machinatiou which 
are only a prolongation of the nar, and more 
dangerous bee iuse more subtle, where re- 
cent rebels, with professions of Union ou 
the lips, but still defying the principles ot 
the Declaration of Independence, vainly 
seek to orgauize peace on anotln r Oligarchy 
»f the skin. From all these trials he was 
saved. * * 

His humor has also become a proverb. He 
insisted sometimes that he had no inven- 
tion, but only a memory. He did not for- 
get the good things that he heard, and was 
never without a familiar story to illustrate 
his meauiug. When he spoke, the recent 
West seemed to vie with the ancient East in 
apologue and lable. His ideas moved, as 
the beasts entered Noah's ark, in pairs. At 
times his illustrations had a homely felici- 
ty, aud with him they seeuieed to be not less 
important than the argument, which he a - 
ways enforced with a certain intensity ot 
manner aud voice. But this same huuior 
was often displayed where there was no 
story. I know not how the indifference, 
which many persons showed with regard 
to slavery, could be exposed more effec- 
tively than when be said of a political an- 
tagonist, who was thus indifferent, "1 stip- 
pOM the institution of slavery really looks 
small to him. He is so put up b; nature 
that a lash upon his back would hurt bim, 
but a lash upon anybody else's back doe& 
not hurt him." 

And theu, again, there is a bit of reply to 
Mr. Douglas, which is characteristic not 
only for its humor, but as showing how lit- 
tle at that time he was looking to the great 
place which he reached so soon afterwards. 
"Senator Douglas," Baid he, "is of world- 
wide renown. All the anxious politicians 
of his party, or who have been of his party 
for years past, have been looking upon him 
as certainly, at no distaut day, to be the 
President of the United States. They have 
s-*en in his round, jolly, fruitful face, post 
offices, land office-*, marshalships, and cab- 
inet appointments, chargesbips and foreign 
missions, bursting and sprouting out in a 
wonderful exuberauce, ready to be laid hold 
of by Uieir greedy hands, * s On tin- 
contrary, nobody has ever expected me to be 
President. In my poor, lean, lank face no- 
body has ever seen that any cabbages were 
sprouting out. These are disadvantages 
that the Republicans labor under. We have 
to tight the battle upon principle, and upon 
principle alone." (Debate with Douglas, p. 
V).) Here is a revelation with regard to 

himself, which is as honorable as it is cu- 
rious. 

He was original in mind as in character. 
His style was his own; formed on no mod- 
elj and springing directly from himself. 
W bile failing often in correctness, it is 
sometimes unique in beauty and iu seuti- 
ineut. There are passages which will live 
a ways. It is no exaggeration to say, that, 
in weight and pith, suffused in a certain po- 
litical color, tuey call to mind Bacon's Es- 
says. Such passages make au epoch iu 
State Papers. No Presidential message or 
speech from -jl throne ever had anything of 
such touching realit}'. They are harbing- 
ers of the great era of humanity. While 
nttered from the heighLs of power, they re- 
veal a simple, unaffected trust in Almighty 
God, and speak to the people as equal to 
equal. 

such, fellow-citizens, is the Life and Char 
acter of Abraham Lincoln. You have dis- 
cerned his simple beginnings; — have watch 
ed'his early struggles;— have gratefully fol- 
lowed his consecration to those truths 
which our fathers declared: — have hailed 
him as the twice-elected head of the Repub- 
lic, through whom it was known in foreign 
lands; have recognized him at a period of 
national trial as the representative of the 
nutilled promises of our Fathers, even as 
Washington was the representative of Na- 
tional Independence; and you have beheld 
bim struck down, at the moment of victory 
when rebel slavery was everywhere suc- 
cumbing. Reverently we acknowledge the 
finger of the Almighty, aud pray that all 
ourtridsmay not fail; but that tbe prom- 
ises of the Fathers may be fulfilled, so that 
all men shall be equal before the law, 
shall stand only on the con 



of the governed,— two self-evident truths 
which the Declaration of Indepeudence has 
announced. 

Traitorous assination struck him down. 
But do not be too vindictive in heart to- 
wards the poor atom that held the weapon. 
Reserve your rage tor the responsible pow- 
er, which not content with assailing the life 
of the Republic by atrocious rebellion, has 
outraged all laws human and divine; has 
organized barbarism as a principle of con- 
duct; has taken the lives of Unionists at 
home; has prepared robbery and murder on 
the northern borders; has tired hotels, filled 
with women and children; has plotted to 
scatter iuiection and yellow-fever; has 
starved American citizens held as prisoners; 
has menaced assassiualion always; and 
now at last, true to itself, has assassinated 
our President; and this responsible power 
is none other thau slavery. It is slavery 
that has taken the life of our beloved Chief 
Magistrate, and here is another triumph ot 
its barbarism. On slavery let vengeance 
jail. I care not what you do with the w orms 
it employs; but do not— I entreat you— yield 
any indulgence to this murderous wicked- 
ness. Ravaillac, the assassin of Henry IV, 
of France, was torn iu pieces on the publ it- 
square in front of the City Hall, by four 
power ul horses, each of them attached to 
one of his limbs, and pulling in opposite 
directions, uutil at last, aftera fearful strug- 
gle, nothing of the wretched assassin re- 
mained in the hands of the executioner ex- 
cept his empty shirt — which was at once 
handed over to bo burned. Such be our 
vengeance; and let slavery be the victim. 

But not onlj' slavery, which is another 
name for property in man, but so also that 
other pretension, which is not less irrational 
hat human rights can depend on color. 
This is the shirt of the assassin; and it must 
be handed over to be burned. 

Such a vengeance will be a kiss of recon- 
ciliation; for it will remove every obstacle 
to peace and harmony. The people where 
slavery once ruled will bless the blow that 
destroyed it. They will yet confess that it 
was dealt in no harshness to them, in no 
unkindness, in no desire to humiliate, but 
simply and solemnly in the name of the 
Republic, and of human nature; for their 
good as well as ours; ay, for their good 
more than ours. 

It is by ideas that we have conquered, 
more than by armies. The sword of the 
Archangel was less migh'y than the mis- 
sion w'nch V.e bore from the Lord. But it 
the ideas which have given us victory are 
now neglected; if the promises of the De- 
claration, which the rebellion openly as- 
sailed, are still left uuUiltiiled, theu will 
our blood and treasure have been lavished 
in vain. Alas ! for the dead who have given 
themselves so bravely to their couutry; 
ilas! for the living who have been left to 
morn the dead; — if any relic of slavery is 
illowed tocontinue; especially if this bloody 
impostor, defeated in the pretension of prop- 
erty in man, is allowed to perpetuate an 
digarcby of the skin. 

And how shall these ideas be saved. At 
this moment all turns on the colored suf- 
frage iu the rebel States. This is now the 
oivoi of National safety. A mistake on 
i Ids point is worse than the loss of a bat- 
tle. 

The argument for colored suffrage is over- 
whelming. It springs from the necessity 
>f the case, as well as from the rights of 
man. This suffrage is needed for the secu- 
rity of the colored people; for the stability 
>f the local government; and for the 
strength of the Union. Without it there is 
nothing but insecurity for the colored peo 
[de, instability for the local government, 
and weakness for the Union, involving, of 
urse, the national credit. Without it the 
rebellion will break forth under a new 
ibas, uuarmed it may be, but with white 
votes to take possession of the local govern- 
ment aud wield it at will, whether a* houu* 
>r in the national counsels. If it be said 
that the colored people are unfit, then do 1 
say that they are more fit than their recent 
masters, or even than many among the 
"poor whiles." They have been loyal al- 
ways, and who are you, that, under any 
pretence, exalts the pr» judices of the dis 
loyal above the rights of the loyal? Their 
uffrage is now needed. An English states- 
man after the acknowledgement of the 
Spanish colonies and independent States, 
boasted that he had called a new world into 
existence to rediess the balance of the old. 
In similar spirit, we too must call a new- 
ballot into existence in order to overcome 
the preponderance of those who havo not 
yet learned the duty of justice to the colored 
race. 

The same National authority that struck 
down slavery must . >e that this other pre- 
tension is not permitted to survive; nor can 
there be any doubt that the authority 
which struck down slavery is competent to 
this kindred duty. Each is a part of that 
great policy of justice through which alone 
c m peace be made permanent and immuta- 
ble. Nor can the Republic shirk this re- 
maining duty, without leaving Emancipa- 
tion uufinisued and the promises of the 
Declaration of Independence unfulfilled. 
Vaiu is the gift of Liberty, if you surrender 
the rights of the freed man to be judged by 
the recent asserters of property iu man. 
Burke, in his day, saw the llagrant inc in- 
sistency and denounced it, saying, that, 
whatever such people did on this subject 
was "arrant trilling," and, notwithstand- 
ing its plausible form, always wanted what 
he aptly called "the executive principle." 
These words of warning have been adopted 
and related by two later statesmen, George 
(.'aiming and Henry Brougham; but tbey 
are so plain as rift to need the support of 
names. 

The infant mus not be handed over to be 
suckled by the wolf, but enrefollv nursed 
by its parent; and since the Republic is the 
parent of Emancipation, the Republic must 
nurse the immortal iufant into maturity 
and strength. It is the Republic which at 
the beginning took up this great work. The 
Republic must finish what it began; and it 
cauuot err on this occasion, if, in anxious 
care, it holds nothing dore so long as any- 
thing remains uudoue. It is the Republic, 
which, with matchless energy, hurled for- 
ward its armies until it conquered. The 
Republic must exact that "security for the 
future" without which this unparalled war 
will have i -eei*. waged in vain. It is the 
Republic, which to-day, with one consent- 
ing voice, commemorates the murdered 
dead. The same Republic, prompt to hon- 
or him, must requre that his promises to an 
oppressed race be maintained in all their 
integrity and completeness, in letter and in 
spirit, so that the great cause for which he 
Ijecame a sacrifice, may not fail. His mar- 
tyrdom was a new pledge beyond any even 
in lite. 

There can be no question here, whether a 
State is in the Union or out of it. This is 
but a phrase on which discussion is useless. 
Look at tbe actual fact. Here all will agree. 
Tbe old governments are vacated, and this 
is enough. Uutil the whole body of loyal 
people have set up a government, all is un- 
der the Nat.onal authority, acting by the 
Executive or by Congress; and, since the 
Constitution, even without the injunction of 
the Declaration of Independence, knows 
nothing of color, it is the obvious duty of 
tbe National authority to protect all loyal 
people against any denial of rights on this 
pretension. Already it has undertaken to 
say that certain persons shall not vote. 
Surely the same authority which may limit 
the electoral law of slavery, may enlarge 
iL If tbe National authority can do any- 
thing about elections; if it can order an 
ele tion; if itcau regulate an election; if it 
can exclude a traitor who is still at large, it 
can admit a loyalist, whose only incapacity 
is hisskin. 

The colored suffrage is now a necessity. 
But beyoud this, in making it an essential 
condition of the restoration of rebel States 
to tbe Union, we follow, first, tbe law of 
reason aud of nature, and, secondly, the 
Constitution, not only in its text, but as in- 
terpreted by tbe Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. By reason and nature there cau be 
no denial of r gbtson accouut of color; aud 
we can do nothing which is thus irrational 
and unnatural. By the Coustitution It is 
stipulated that the "United States shall 
State a repuulican form 
ut tbe meaning of this 
be found in the

Beyond all 

puestion the United States, when called to 
enforce this guaranty, must insist on the 
equality of all men before the law, and the 
onsent of the governed. Such is the true 
idea of a Republican government, according 
to American institutions. 

The slave-masters, driven from their first 
intrenchments, already occupy inner de- 
fenses. Property in man isabandoned; but 
they now iusist that colored persons shall 
not enjoy political rights. Liberty has been 
won. The battle for equality is still pend- 
ing. And now a new compromise is pro- 
posed, by which colored persons are to be 
sacrificed iu the name of State Rights. It 
is said that it should be so. But I do not 
despair. The cause may be delayed; but it 
caunot be lost; and all who set themselves 
against it will be overborne; for it is tbe 
cause of Humanity. Not the rich and 
proud, but the poor and lowly, will be the 
favorites of an enfranchised Republic. The 
words of the prophet will be fulfilled; "and 
I will punish the people for their evil, and 
the wicked fjx their iniquity, and I will 
cause the arrogance of the proud to cease, 
and will lay low the haughtiness of the ter- 
rible. I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold, even a man, than the gold- 
en wedge of Ophir." I catch these sublime 
promises and echo them back as the assur- 
ance of triumph. Theu will the Republic 
tie all that heart can desire or imagination 
••an paint — supremely lovely and serenely 
great, majestic mother of a free, happy and 
united people, with slavery and all its ty- 
ranny beaten down under loot, so that no 
mau can call another master and all shall 
be equal l>efore the law. 

Follow-citizens, your task is before you. 
mourn not the dead, but rejoice in bis life 
and example. Rejoice as you point to this 
In Id of the people who was lifted so high, 
that Republican institutions became mani- 
fest in him. Rejoice that through him the 
anticipation was proclaimed. Above all, 
see to it that his constant vows are per- 
formed, and that the promises of the fathers 
are maintained, so that no persou iu the up- 
right form of man can be shut out from 
their protection. Do this aud the unity of 
the republic will be fixed on a foundation 
that cannot fall. The corner-stone of na- 
tional independence is already in its place, 
and ou it is inscribed the nam of George 
Washington. There is another stone wbich 
must have its place at the corner also. 
This is that great birth day Declaration of 
the Republic,— once a promise only, at last 
a reality. On tbis stone we will gratefully 
inscribe the name of Abraham Lincoln.

New Yolk, June 7.— In tbe House of 
Commons, on the 26ib, Sir G. Walsh asked 
Lord Palmerston whether the Government 
had received from the I'uited States any 
formal official demand for compensation to 
American subjects for losses sustaiued by 
the Alabama or any other Confederate 
cruiser alleged to hav- been equipped in 
British poits. Lord Pal merstou said cor- 
respondence had been going ou between the 
two governments on the prizes taken by the 
Alabama and other vessels of the same kind. 
There had been received within a few days 
further correspondence on the subject, 
through Mr. Adams, but had not been in 
time to reply. He might add in that cor- 
respondence, in which each Government- 
had slated ita views oi'theease, the question 
had been discussed iu the most friendly 
terms. 

Mr, Baxter asked Lord Palmerston 
whether, iu looking at the changed aspect 
of affairs in the United States, Her Majes- 
ty's Government, either separately or in 
connection or iu conjunction with that of 
the United States, would consider the pro- 
priety of sending a squadron off tho coast 
ol Cuba to effectually close tbe slave trade. 
Lord Palnierstou s«ld twelve months ago 
the Government invited the Goverument of 
the United States to participate in its meas- 
ures on the west coast ot Africa, bat dtti- 
culti* s arose on accout of the neu'.ral's bel- 
ligerent right which could not be overcome, 
but in the present altered state of affairs 
II. r Majesty's Government had renewed 
iis application to the United States, stating 
their cruisers employed in that service 
would be received with every privilege and 
courtesy which belon red to friendly na- 
tions, and as if difficulties no longer existed. 
No representation has been made as to co- 
•peratiou on the Cubau coast, but if they 
assented to co-opera-.ion ou the Afric.n 
meat be had no doubt they would also cor- 
dially cooperate on the coast of Cuba. 

The Loudon Tunes in an editorial trusts 
thero is nothing in the Alabama affair that 
Bead cause appiehension. Such calamities 
must be expected when a muratinie State 
••meres into a contest with an energetic aud 
active enemy. It is with a clear conscience 
that the government, which declined every 
invitation to interfere in war, stands now 
on its legal rights and refuses to make coni- 
peaapatou where it has done no wrong.
